Later  he  served  at  St.  Paul  in  Indianapolis  and  Immanuel  in 
Seymour,  IN.  During  this  time,  he  began  studies  that  led  to  a  doctorate 
at  Indiana  University.  (This  explains  why  he  was  such  an  avid  Hoosier 
fan.) 

|  While  at  Concordia,  Dr.  Graudin  also  held  several  administrative 
positions:  Chair  of  the  Department  of  Teacher  Education,  Director  and 
Co-ordinator  of  Pre-professional  Clinical  Experiences,  Assistant  Di- 

|  rector  of  Field  Experiences,  and  Acting  Dean  of  the  College  of  Educa- 

[  tion. 

Besides  being  my  co-worker,  Dick  Graudin  was  my  friend.  We  helped 
i  and  confided  in  each  other.  The  flowers  that  found  their  way  to  my 
j  yard  and  garden  represent  the  beauty  and  gentleness  of  his  character.

The  men's  basketball  team  finished  with  a  15-10, 8- 
2  record,  the  best  under  Coach  Keith  Peterson's  ten- 
ure, and  many  honors  for  the  players. 

David  Bailey  led  the  NIIC  with  51  three-pointers, 
posting  a  high  of  10  against  Illinois  Benedictine. 
Bailey  had  two  games  of  seven  three-pointers  against 
Trinity  and  Judson.

Viewed  in  the  simplest  of 
terms,  the  Concordia 
Women's  1993-94  basketball 
season  could  be  described  as 
a  glass  half-empty  or  half- 
full.  Pessimists  would  say 
that  the  Cougars'  5-20,  1-9 
record  was  disappointing  for 
a  team  that  looked  to  come  of 
age  this  season.  Optimists 
would  say  the  Cougars 
banded  together  after  point 
guard  Kathy  Palmreuter 
sustained  a  season-ending 
anterior  cruciate  ligament 
injury  Jan.  6.  As  a  result, 
several  freshmen  gained  a 


wealth  of  game  experience  that  will 
make  next  season's  prospects 
brighter.  Amy  Walton  and  Sharon 
Bristow  were  key  players  who  moved 
to  fill  the  gap  left  by  Palmreuters 
loss  with  great  performances.  Com- 
menting about  Walton  and  Bristow, 
coach  Fisher  said,  "We  relied  heavily 
on  our  freshmen  this  year  in  many 
different  areas.  Several  other  play- 
ers also  had  to  assume  roles  they 
were  not  accustomed  to,  and  the 
new  responsibilities  and  necessary 
mid-season  adjustments  definitely 
slowed  our  progress." 

Coach  Fisher  summed  up  the  sea- 
son: "At  the  beginning  of  the  year, 


our  game  plan  was  to  run,  re- 
bound, and  play  defense.  Our  re- 
bounding was  good,  but  we  needed 
to  do  a  better  job  in  the  other  two 
areas.  Assuming  everyone  is  back 
next  year,  with  this  year's  experi- 
ence under  their  belts,  there  is  no 
reason  not  to  expect  a  better  un- 
derstanding of  the  Cougar  system 
and  what  is  necessary  to  get  the 
job  done  successfully.  We  can't 
wait  until  February  to  show  im- 
provement. We  intend  to  have 
everything  in  place  much  earlier 
in  the  season  and  see  more  posi- 
tive results."

Service  Opportunity  Day  puts 
curf  into  the  community

On  March  16,  251  Concordia  students 
and  51  faculty  members  ventured  beyond 
the  confines  of  the  CURF  campus  to  experi- 
ence a  phenomenon  known  as  Service 
Opportunity  Day.

Administration  gives  ratio- 
nale   for   tuition  Hike

The  administration  explained  the  ratio- 
nale behind  the  tuition  increase  for  1994-95 
at  the  Jan.  9,  Student  Senate  meeting.  Dr. 
Spurgat,  Vice  President  of  Administration, 
gave  a  presentation  explaining  the  reason 
tthe  University  needs  more  money  and  the 
process  the  University  followed  before  de- 
ciding to  raise  tuition. 

Due  to  the  dwindling  amounts  of  fed- 
eral money  available,  the  University  opted 
to  raise  tuition  to  accomplish  what  needs  to 
be  done  to  continue  offering  a  quality  edu- 
cational experience.  The  additional  funds 
from  the  tuition  increase  will  go  toward 
deferred  maintenance,  upgrading  educa- 
tional facilities,  providing  quality  facilities, 
and  faculty  and  staff  salary  improvements. 

Deferred  maintenance  includes  rebuild- 
ing boilers,  repairing  roofs,  and  replacing 
sidewalks.  Upgrading  educational  facili- 
ties focuses  on  computer  technology. 
Facility  improvements  on  the  west  wing  of 
the  second  floor  of  Addison  Hall  are  sched- 


uled to  begin  at  the  end  of  winter  quarter. 
Salary  improvements  in  the  form  of  a  7.1 
percent  increase  will  be  requested  at  the  next 
Board  of  Regents  (BOR)  meeting.  Dean  Hayes 
assured  students  that  their  money  is,  "used 
in  the  most  efficient  way  and  with  a  desire  to 
be  good  stewards." 

Although  the  BOR  sets  the  fees,  the  pro- 
cess begins  with  the  University's  five  and 
nine  year  plans,  which  identify  projects  and 
goals  that  the  University  strives  to  meet  over 
these  periods  of  time.  The  financial  staff, 
including  the  Controller  and  Financial  Plan- 
ning makes  recommendations.  Decisions 
made  based  on  the  recommendations  and 
analyses  are  given  to  the  BOR.  The  BOR 
"looks  at  institutional  programs,  not  dollars," 
said  Dr.  Spurgat. 

The  increases  include  a  8.47  percent  rise 
in  the  price  of  undergraduate  tuition  and  a  6 
percent  rise  in  the  board  fee.  Dr.  Spurgat 
pointed  out  that  next  year  new  meal  plan 
options  will  be  available  to  students,  so  de- 
pending upon  the  option  selected,  the  fee 
may  be  less  than  the  anticipated  6  percent  for 
the  current  meal  plan.

Last  Saturday,  CURF's  volley-
